It has 
been suggested that there be a committee 
appointed from the railroad commission 
and the transportation men, and that they 
go over the whole situation and try to 
come to an understanding, if it be pos- 
sible, and present such to a-later meeting 
of the whole commission. This would 
obviate the necessity of keeping a great 
number of men here for some time, and 
it looks as if it might be a way out 
o* the difficulty. 
As a matter of fact, though, there does 
not seem much chance of there being any 
programme of getting together, and it 
will not be a surprise if the railroads 
refuse to accept any of the orders of 
the commission that can be avoided, or 
that President Comer will agree to any- 
thing except the most radical rate re- 
ductions. He was elected with the under- 
‘standing that he was to work for this 
(kind of a movement, and he will try to 
carry out what he thinks is the duty thus 
put upon him. It is now thought that 
he will bring down Captain White with 
him from Birmingham to represent his 
ideas in the fight that seems pretty cer- 
tain to be made, and to remove the 
vharge that he is the judge, the solicitor 
foi the low rates’ side, and the prose- 
cuting witness.

Editor Const@gution: In your issue of 
May | I notice a card from Mr. W. D. 
Brannan, of Atlanta, criticising recent 
articles written by me on the fertilizer 
situation, in which he states that I ‘“‘con- 
_tinue to hammer the fertilizer manufac- 
_turers on the basis of having bought fer- 
'tilizer tags in excess of their wants, in 


order to help bear the cotton market.” 
Mr. Brannan is wrong in his conclusions. 
[ have stated that the manufacturers 
|'bought tags in excess of their needs either 
as an advertisement to create a demand 
| which’ did not exist, or to meet a demand 


| Which they anticipated would arise, but 
| which has not and will not this year ma- 


terialize. The effect of these enormous 
purchases of tags has been only to de- 
press the cotton market, causing the hold- 
‘ers of spot cotton to lose.thoysands of 
‘dollars during the past few weeks, and 
has in no wise increase the sales of guano. 
I feel assured that the’ fertilizer com- 
panies would not deliberately engage in 
any effort to depress the price of cotton, 
because it would be folly and-bad busi- 
ness methods for them to do so. [ believe 
they are sincere in the financial support 
which they have. given to the Southern 
Cotton Association in its efforts to ad 
vance the price of cotton. | 
The fertilizer companies, however, 
should have been prompt to correct the 
error created in the minds of the public 
through the heavy purchase of tags when 
they found that thousands of these tags 
‘would not be needed. This would have 
at onee checked the downward tendency 
of the market and. inspired confidence 
‘among business interests that the farmers 
were living up: to their pledges and cut- 
‘ting both the cotton acreage and use of 
‘guano. But:they have been silent and 


_to be recklessly thrown away in cars, in 
sacks and other warys. It has been my 
official duty to investigate these matters. 


{and to. present the. facts, to the public. I 


am now publishing. a series of extracts 


from letters, being daily received from all 
sections of the south showing the reckless 


| waste of tags and the actual reduction in 


‘sales of guano. These letters come to me 
from leading farmers, bankers and small 
fertilizer dealers. The farmers have to 
‘pay | cent each for all these tags that 
are bought to be used in tagging com- 
mercial fertilizers, and % cent on all tags 
‘used on cotton seed meal. The fertilizer 
companies could save the farmers this 
heavy expense by confining the use of 
‘these tags to strictly legitimate purposes, 
‘and not allowing them to be thrown away 
in such enormous quantities, 

I shall continue to publish extracts from 
these letters, and, if nécessary, affi- 
davits to all of them could be secured.
